A Maseru dispatch, April 20, says: 


The Boers continue" to move freely 
around Wepener, going in all directions 
from which relief columns are expected. 
Desultory cannon fire and sniping have 
been going on all <?ey, with scarcely any 
reply from Colonel Dalgety's force. 


The Caledon river rose considerably 


during the nigrbt. This made the Boers 
uneasy, as they rear separation. Some 
reinforcements have arrived for them, 
coming apparently from Tha'ha N'Chu, 
or that direction. 


Our casualties up to date are believed 


to have been 25 kllled>and 110 wounded. 


Owing1 to the heavy rain and clouds, 


heliographing has been Impossible for 
the last two days. 


The Boers who lately surrendered in 


the Wepener district have been forced 
again with violence to fight. Ten of 
their leaders have been arrested. 


President Steyn has issued orders to 


the Boer forces to hold tight to the grain 
districts of Wepener, Lady-brand and 
FickBbung, from whieh they draw their 
supplies, and also tx> prevent the British 
forces from setting th» rich supplies now 
in those districts. 


General Chennside and General Rundle 


are moving over the. sodden roads. Rain 
was still falling when they went into 
camp Thursday af teraoon, 18 miles west 
of De Wets Dorp. They hold the rail- 
way and the southern frontier of the Free 
State with 20,000 men. 


How many are going with the generals 


who will engage the Boers at Wepener 
Is not mentioned In the latest dispatch 
from Corlogspoort, where the British 
bivouacked Wednesday night. The field 
telegraph ends there. 


The Boers still have Colonel Dalgoty 


closely penned. 


The government's reason for publish- 


ing Lord Roberts' Splon kop dispatches 
was explained last evening at Hull by 
Walter H. Long, president of the board 
of agriculture, who s*id that the coun- 
try was entitled to receive all the infor- 
mation the government could give. 


"The government is told," continued 


Mr. Long, "that having published the 
dispatches, it is bound to deal immedi- 
ately with the generals affected; but, in 
following such a course, the government 
might have to dismiss every general the 
moment he made a mistake. Had such 
a policy been pursued in the past many 
most glorious deeds would not have been 
performed.

in publishing the dispatches. From the 
teginning of the campaign her majesty'* 
ministers have not swerved from the rule 
of leaving the condiuct of the operations 
to the discretion and judgment of the 
commander-in-chief."

CLARK IS CONDEMNED 


For His Attitude Toward Excur- 


sionists Who Sailed on the 


New England

Boston. April 21.—The Dominion line 


steamship New England arrived at her 
dock in Charldstown at 5:30 p. m, yes- 
terday. The Now England left Boston 
on Feb. 1, having on board the Clark ex- 
cursion party of 520 ps-rsons, for a tour 
through the Medl.'vrrantan, Sjjrypt, the 
Holy Land and the continental coun- 
tries bordering on the Mediterranean. 


The arrival oj the New England had 


been awaitr-d with great interest, be- 
cause of the fact that several ca&es of 
smallpox were discovered among the 
passengers, while the vessel was at 
Naples. 
At that time all but 10 of the 


passengers were sightseeing in Rome, 
those remaining on board being ill, or 
friends of those who were sick. 


As soon as Captain McCauley of the 


New England was notified of the pres- 
ence of smallpox on the ship he made 
arrangements to leave Naples as soon 
as possible, and sail for Liverpool. 
He 


accordingly notified Mr. Clark, the agent 
in charge of the excursion, but the latter 
rou'.d sfe no reason for the failure of the 
vessel to sail for Villefranche, the next 
point in the itinerary of the tour. Cap- 
tain McCauley, hjwever, was unwilling 
to expose his passengers to the disease 
and cleared for Liverpool. A telegram 
was supposed to have been sent to As- 
sistant Director of the Tour Collver, at 
Rome, but so far as the tourists know, no 
one was notified of its receipt. 
The 


Italian authorities, becoming aware of 
the existence of the disease on the ves- 
sel, caused the tourists in Rome to be 
quarantined in the Hotel Marino, and 
an armed guard was placed over them 
to prevent their leaving the 
house. 


Meantime, the baggage of the tourists 
was hastily collected hy the ship's offi- 
cials, and placed on shore. 
Much of 


thus bagg-age went astraj-, and some of 
It was not found by the owners until 
they reached Liverpool. 


When the vessel arrived at Liverpool, 


the passengers were all landed, the sick 
ones being carried to the hospital. 
The 


ship was then thoroughly fumigated, and 
later was pronounced free from danger 
of infection. 
Here, all of the tourists 


who had intended to return to America 
on the New England, 143 in number, re- 
joined the ship. 
The other tourists are 


scattered all over the continent, the ma- 
jority of them remaining to visit the 
Paris exposition. 


Captain McCauley said that when he 


found that four of the crew were down 
with smallpox, five more under suspicion 
and about five more were nearly ill with 
influenza and kindred diseases, it was 
decided that it was for the best interests 
of the passengers that they be ndt al- 
lowed to return to the ship, and thus be 
subjected to the dangerous disease. A 
clause in the contract allowed for just 
such a.n emergency. 


A few hours before the steamer 


reached her dock in this city a meeting 
of the cabin passengers was held, at 
which a committee was appointed to 
prepare a statement for the press. C. H. 
Fuller, one of the committee, said last 
night: 
f 
"This will be ventilated as soon as ws 


have a chance to prepare a statement. 
The fact that all our baggage was put 
ashore in a state of disorder was only a 
minor trouble. It was Clark's action In 
attempting to induce the captain to al- 
low the passengers to come aboard the 
Bhip again and his leaving them in tha 
lurch, many of them women, practically 
Btranded, at Rome, when the ship sailed 
without them, that has caused the out- 
burst of Indignation. Captain McCauley 
said to Clark: 
'For God's sake, drop 


your dollars and cents. 
Do you really 


want the passengers to come back on 
this pest ship?' 
Clark was affected, 


but he said: 
'If they don't I am ruined.' 


Finally he yielded when Dr. Casselberry 
refused point blank to stay on the ship 
if'the passengers were brought back. >• 


"Some of the people left stranded 


hadn't i-ven ?5 in c^sh. 
One man se- 


cured a loan of $100 from Clark by giv- 
ing his personal note. 
Others bor- 


rowed from their friends or from the 
Americp.n consul." 


Dr. H. H. Casselberry, who accom- 


panied the tourists, said that if Clark had 
advanced the $60 necessary to pay the 
fare acrftes the continent to Liverpool the 
passengers would not have complained. 
He explained that the reason of such 
iddignatiofi against Clark on the part 
of the passengers was that "he wanted 
them to be taken aboard that past ship 
again at Naples. 


Dr. Cas'Stlberry gave an account of the 


outbreak of the smallpox, saying that 
he had no doubt the disease was con- 
tracted in Jerusalem. 
Thp doctor fur- 


ther said that when he was summoned 
back to the ship from Rome, he found 
five of the crew sick and in charge of the 
ship's surgeon, Dr. Caithness. 
He 


(Casselberry) agreed to take charge of 
the sick passengers, upon condition that 
the rest of the party should not be al- 
lowed to return on board. Captain Mc- 
Cauley agreed with his views, and as 
soon as the baggage could be put ashore 
they sailed for Liverpool. 
Once at sea 


the sick began to improve, but no new 
cases appeared until they reached Liver- 
pool, when they had 19 cases, all of whom*1 
werp sent to the hospitals. 


"Once at sea, after leaving Naples, a 


dead line wag established, abaft the 
einoking room, and a guard established, 
with orders to shoot anybody except the 
raptair. and myself who should attempt 
to pass."

BOUSE WRAN6LES OVER 


APPROPRIATION BILL 


Washington, Apul -1.—The provision 


to enable the secretary of the navy to 
contract for armor for the battleships 
Maine, Ohio and Missouri, now awaiting 
their armor equipment, at $545 per ton, 
the price asked for Krupp armor, is out 
of the naval appropriation Iwll, as is the 
provision to re pie11 the $800 limitation 
placed upon the price of armor by the 
current law. 


The fight came at the end of the con- 


sideration of the bill. 
Although the 


provision was obnoxious as a rule, all 
the minority members had agreed to it. 
but when the majority declined to allow 
the discussion of a proposition for the 
establishment of an armor plate factory, 
they retaliated by rasing a point of or- 
der against the two provisions above 
referred to, and they were ruled out. 


The exact effect of the action of the 


house is disputed. The appropriation of 
$4,000,000 under the head of "armor and 
armament" remains in the bill, as well 
as the language of the proviso au- 


j thorizlng the secretary of the navy to 


contract for armor cf the beet quality 
for the Maine, Ohio and Missouri, the 
words stricken out being "at a cost not 
to exceed $545 a ton, including royalties." 


It is contended by some that this em- 


powers the secretary to contract for the 
armor without regard to cost. 
By 


| others it is claimed that the provision 


will be ineffective until the senate in- 
sertls the price. 
So much bad feeling 


was aroused by the wrangle over the 
armor plate provision that Mr. Under- 
wood of Alabama began a filibuster af- 
ter the bill was reported to the house, 
and finally forced-an adjournment with- 
out final action on the bill. 


Before the armor plate question came 


up, two amendments, to. modify 
the 


provision for tb* Increase in the navy, 
which authorizes two battleships and 
six cruisers, were defeated. 
One pro- 


posed to add provision for six gunboats, 
and the other to strike out the- provision 
for the battleships. 
The question of 


building ships in government yarda did 
not reach a vote, as the amendment of- 
fered to this end was ruled out on a 
point of order. 


A Wrangle Over Blue Laws. 


Bralntree, Mass., April 21.—About 800 


Voters and half that number of women 
gathered at the special town meeting 
held here last night, when it was decided 
to reconsider the vote appropriating JBOO 
to Eev. Mr. Crathern for the enforcement 
of the law muck after the fashion of 


| the blue laws. This resulted in the clos- 


ing of the drug stores and other places 
generally available to' Sunday trade, 
which action caused much averse com- 
ment. A motion that the money should 
be expended for the suppression of the 
sale of intoxicating liquors under tha 
nuisance act, which aimed to abridge 
the right of Mr. Crathern to enforce the 
blue laws, was carried, after much de- 
bate.

IRON AN8 STEEL 


SHUTDOWN IS BAD 


New Yortc, April 21.—Bradstreet'ssays: 


More, rather than lees, regularity in 
trade and price situation is to be noted 
this week, partly the result of weather 
conditions, but partly, as in the case of 
the iron and steel trade, because of the 
continuance of the efforts in th-e dllrec- 
tion of lower pricM. That the basic con- 
ditions of trade r&.nain on the whole fav- 
orable is, however, evidenced by a" num- 
ber of features. Railroad earning® con- 
tinue heavy and the decrease noted In 
(bank clearings is changeable largely to 
religious and other holiday observances 
and to restricted stock speculation. 


The bear campaign in iron and steel 


took on a new phase this week, when a 
number of wire mills were shut down, as 
alleged because ot an over-supply of 
these goods. Criticism of the action of 
the wire people has not been confined to 
the stock market, upon which^JiAwever, 
the chief effect has been exercised. The 
claim is made that large stocks of wire 
exists mainly in producers' hands, and 
that Jobbers' and retailers' stocks have 
been kept low'by abnormally high prices. 
The announcement, however, has had an 
unsettling effect upws general demand, 
and new domestic business is Interfered 
with. The strength of the raw materials, 
particularly coal, coke and ore, and the 
recent advances in wages, are expected 
to prevent anything like a perpendicular 
drop in values. 


It has been a weather market for the 


cereals and moat agricultural products, I 
these advancing early in the week, but i 
weakening toward the close. 


The quietness In' dry goods and) the 


weakness noted in cotton yarns. h«.ve 
been discoursing' features. A hfea'vy 
increase in the spindle capacity of tha 
country, particularly at the south, is a 
feature bearing upon the outlook In this 
business. Woo! is "weak, bat there !s 
rather more Inquiry, and relatively high- 
est prices rule at point! of production.

HE ADVISES PAYMENT 


Turkish Minister Urges Sultan 


To Keep His Promise to 


Minister Straus 


Washington, April 21.—The Turkish 


minister, AH Ferrouh Bey, called upon 
Acting Secretary Hill at the state de- 
partment, and learned, it Is stated, that 
our government was In earnest respect- 
ing the colleotion of the $90,600 indem- 
nity promised JfJaister Straus by the 
sultan. 
It is stated that he has cabled 


his government that it iis advisable to 
pay the indemnity, if practicable. Upon 
this understanding the state department 
will delay in sending a formal ultimatum 
to the Turkish government, in the hopi- 
that Turkey will pay up, and thus render 
It unnecessary. 


Both the state department and the war 


department deny the report that our gov - 
ernment agreed with the Sultan of Tur- 
key, that, in consideration of his good 
offices, exerted to secure the amicable 
acceptance of our sovereignty by the 
Sultan of Sulu, he would not be pressed 
for the payment of the missionary in- 
demndty. 
The fact that no such under- 


standing existed is shown by Minister , 
StrauB' statement that he pressed the 
cladm upon the sultas eontinuously, and 
that the sultan three times promised to 
pay it, the third time shortly before 
Mr. Straus left Constantinople. 


The intimations In the forefign press 


that there wHI be no European interfer- 
ence with the United States in any 
measure we may take to collect the in- 
demnity are very encouraging to the 
state depaa#me»f;,,tuid will, if is thought 
have an equally grep.t effect upon Tur- 
key, which will hwi&n the settlement. 


The announcwnfint that friction has 


arisen with the Turkish government on 
account of the ungaid claims for the de- 
struction of the American missionary 
'buildings at Harpoot and'Mairash during 
.the Armenian massacres of 1895 is not a 
surprise to thsige familiar with the mo- 
tives which led Minister Straus to re- 
turn to t6ls,jeountr,y. Mr. Straus has 
been retic^rit-'a.ljont hia mission, but the 
state department, after hearing- his ex- 
planation of the/situation, felt that the 
time had come,for aet-ion. 
• Mr. Straus won an important diplo- 
matic triumph «obn after reaching Con- 
stantinople in obtaining an admission 
from the Turkish government that they 
were liable for the injury to American 
property in Armenia. Their previous 
position was a denial of all liability. It 
only remains^ to obtain the payment of 
the money after, the liability was ac- 
knowledged. This Is the most difficult 
feature or a eSaim against such a govern- 
ment as -that of Turkey. 


It is significant of the ramifications of 


American interests. und«r present condi- 
tions that actual trouble with Turkey 
might cause uneaein-esa in the Suru isl- 
ands. Minister Straus rendered a clever 
service to the government when the ques- 
tion first arose of dealing with the Sul- 
tan of Sulu. The, Sultan of Turkey is 
the head of' the Mohammedan church. 
It was in this capacity that he was ap- 
proached by Minister Straus and led 
him to use his good offices in the Sulu 
islands. The result was an arrangement 
with the sultan which has kept those isl- 
ands peaceful and obedient while insur- 
rection and bloodshed have reigned in 
the northern islands, where the Mo- 
hammedan church is not paramount. 


It is not-probable that the United States 


will go to war with Turkey in any serious 
manner, but if it should happen strong 
garrisons .might be,, retired in the Sulu 
islands, owing, to tl>e sympathy whioh 
the natives would feel for the parent 
chutnh at • Constantinople. The sultan 
might also'renounce certain treaties b«« 
tween the United States and the Otto- 
man elhpire. Qne of those, concluded 
shortly after 'Commodore Decatur pun- 
ished the Tripoli pirates, guarantees that 
any American accused of a crime or mis- 
demeanor within the Turkish empire 
shall be. tried only by a United States 
consular'court and be punished only ac- 
cording to American laws. This is a 
privilege not granted to the subjects of 
any other power, and its advantages are 
of peculiar importance to the mission- 
aries of Turkey. 


Will Be a Notable Occasion. 


Boston, April 21.—It is definitely an- 


nounced that at the banquet of the Man- 
ufacturers' association, next Thursday, 
the speakers will include Secretaries j 
Gage, Long, Root and Wilson of Presi- i 
dent McKinley's cabinet, and probably 
Secretary Hay, Governor Roosevelt and 
Lieutenant Governor Woodruff of New 
Tork.

Damage Amounts to Millions. 


New Orleans, April 21 —The floods 


which commenced the early part of the 
week have already caused, at a conserva- 
tive estimate, fui:y $3,000,000 damage in 
central and southern Mississippi, to say 
nothing of the damage sustained by the 
railroads. The extent of the losses has 
not yet been fully rtaiizetl, and it may 
be soisne days yet befoi-e an accurate 
total caii'be reached, for mall communi- 
cation has been totally cut off between 
those localities which have suffered most.

The 
delegates are empowered to submit to 
the powers a proposition for peace on 
stipulations enforcing the conditions 
existing before the outbreak of hos- 
tilities and recognizing the independ- 
ence of the republics. Dr. Leyds, the 
envoy extraordinary of the Boer gov- 
ernments, has informed the delegates 
of his failure to successfully interest 
the governments of Germany, France, 
Belgium and Holland, and has told 
them that they would be politely bowed 
out of every foreign office. The foreign 
minister of the Netherlands holds the 
same opinion. There is, then, little 
hope for the Boers. 


The next meeting of the 
national 


educational association will be held in 
Charleston, S. C., from July 7 to 13, of 
this year. The people of Charleston 
are making extensive preparations to 
receive visitors from all parts of the 
country and to make the meetings of 
the association successful. The general 
committee in charge of these prepara- 
tions has appointed a special committee 
on exhibits of school work. The chair- 
man of this committee, Colonel Asbury 
Coward, of Charleston, desires that 
college school authorities in Massa- 
chusetts who may desire or may be 
willing to make exhibits of student or 
pupil work should communicate with 
him by letter, stating the character of 
the exhibit they may desire or may be 
willing to make and the amount of 
wall, table or floor space required. It 
is hoped that the committee on school 
exhibits may receive enough responses 
from Massachusetts to indicate the in- 
terest of the comonwealth in its laud- 
able plans and in the educational wel- 
fare of the south.

The same writer, speaking of the 


Irish soldiers, says: "I have had many 
conversations with men of the Irish 
brigade and found th€p, strange as it 
may seem "to their hofrfe rule f fiends, 
extremely patriotic, devotedly loyal to 
the queen and intensely resentful of 
any doubt of their love and loyalty 
toward her majesty. 
I chanced to 


have a copy of a disgraceful cartoon 
Issued by one of the Dublin w«ekly 
papers, depicting Irish soldiers drag- 
ged'by the scruff of the neck into battle 
by their officers. This I carried to the 
front and showed to a, party o£ Irish 
privates. It would hare shocked you 
to hear the curses which they h-eaped 
on the heads of all who -were responsi- 
ble for that cartoon. It Is as good as 
a tonic to get into conversation with 
the 'Dubs' (Dublin lusileers). After the 
battle of Colenso there were only about 
400 of these gallant soldiers left, and 
these were sent back to Frere, Hav- 
ing regard to tbeir terrible losses, it 
was decided that the remnant—all that 
was left of the Dublin, fusileers—should 
remain at Frere to keep open commu- 
nication. When told of this, however, 
on parade they became like a crowd of 
madmen and vowed that they must 
be in the very front. The ruction waa 
so great that they had to have their 
way. That's the spirit in which the 
remnant of the 'Dubs' went forth 
again to try conclusions with the 
Boers." 


A Ladysmith correspondent, writing 


of incidents during the siege, says: 
"The Irrepressible Tommy manages to 
extract a little amusement even out of 
such unlikely material as the Boers. 
It was the gallant lads of the Fifth 
Dragoon guards who first started the 
game. 
While on dismounted picket 


duty during the day out beyond King's 
Poet they found it very dull work sit- 
ting behind a bank of earth or stone 
wall and exchanging sniping shots 
with the Boer outposts. So they be- 
thought them of enlisting a dragoon 
composed chiefly of straw and worn- 
out regimentals. This recruit did not 
mind in the least being shot at, and it 
afforded a sturdy corporal intense sat- 
isfaction to hold up bis new comrade 
with as lifelike an air as possible to be 
riddled by Boer bullets. It is an oW 
trick, but "the Boers have banged away 
at the lay figure and no doubt have 
marked up on their gunstocks the life 
of a 'rooinek' for every time the lay 
dragoon dropped j behind the breast- 
work. 


"The gunners have an even better 


scheme. On the heights of Junction 
Bidge, between the Liverpools and the 
Devons, where almost every-inch of 
the ground sis exposed to the Boer guns 
on Pepwortb. hill and Lombard's kop, 
they have bnilt a whole dummy bat- 
tery. This feat is at once a source of 
safety and amusement. The real bat- 
tery, a little on one side, Is screened as 
much as possible, while the 'rol faine- 
ant,' 50 yards away, is exposed with 
judicious artfulness. The scheme has 
worked with ezeeHent results. 
One 


afternoon 25 shells fell in the sham 
work, while not a single projectile 
came near the real gtms. Such are a 
rew of the Innocent <JevIce*T)y whfcfi 
our soldiers try to wtfile away the 
time and deceive the cunning Boer."

As one buasar was-, Being carried on a 
strerfcaharvii yoansfBoer Jeered ai him, 
using epithets that were so coanse and 
oowardly thtf> He roused t&e Ire of a 
bearded veteran wno probably fongbt 
against oer troops 19 yearo ago. Wttb, 
one blow he felled the youngster,, and 
thereby gave hkn an 'object lesson In 
the treatment that is meet for those 
who abuse a helpless foe. To chivalry 
of a similar kind Captain Patoy owed 
his life when wounded after the night 
attack on Surprise hJU, according to 
the story told by one who heard it 
while the wounded officer -was being 
brought back to camp nest day. In 
the confusion and darkness Captain 
Paley's men did not see him fall di- 
rectly after he had given the order for 
them to charge. 
Be was left there 


sorely wounded, and one of the many 
foreigners now fightta® against us in 
the enemy's ranks leveled a rifle at 
him, 
but was stopped before he could 


pull the nigger by a blow from the 
butt end of a rifle that sent him reel- 
ing. 
Again it was a gray bearded 


veteran who had come to the rescue of 
an Englishman." 


Many of those who were in Klmber- 


ley during the siege returned to Lon- 
don reeeatly. Among them were sev- 
eral of the Kimberley Light horse, in- 
cluding Mr. J. L. Harrington, who for 
nearly two years prior to the outbreak 
of the war had been engaged as a me- 
chanical engineer at the De Beers 
mines and who, as a trooper in that 
volunteer force, helped to defend the 
town. Mr. Harrington gave me recent- 
ly, writes a member of a London news- 
paper staff, an account of his experi- 
ences during that eventful period: 


"You 
must know that, as we took 


great cace of our own women and chil- 
dren, we were also anxlons not to in- 
jure those with the Boers. The enemy 
learned of this and took advantage of 
it. One, day when I was 'sniping* I 
saw a Dutchman, who was hiding be- 
hind two burly women, take deliberate 
aim and fire at one of my comrades. 
Four days later some especially good 
shots were stnt out^aud I saw him 
adopting his old practice. TBree of us 
fired, and one shot hit the man on the 
head, bringing him to .the ground, and 
the other tw* maimed the women, who 
were ttms prevented from assisting 
other cowards. On another occasion 
we found that a man had been firing at 
us from an ambulance wagon. 
The 


driver of the mule team bolted soon 
after we had fired a volley, and on 
reaching the wagon we discovered we 
had killed the man and wotmded his 
wife, w-ho was with him. We were sor- 
ry we had so mercifully shot him. The 
woman, however, exclaimed within my 
hearing that she was .glad'he was dead 
because he was sncfa a coward. He 
ought to have gone out into the open, 
she added, for'-Sr'was not fair to fire 
from an ambulance. We gently took 
the -woman to our camp and treated 
ber well."

UNIQUE MAP OF FRANCE, 


Remarkable Present Sent by the 


Cicar to President Lonbct. 


Prince Ouroussow, the ambassador 


of Russia, recently handed to.-the pres- 
ident of the French republic a present 
sent by the- czar in the shape of a map 
of France in precious'stones, says the 
Paris correspondent of the New York; 
Herald. 


This map, which is unique, is about 


a meter square. It is entirely formed 
of rare gems, set in mosaic. Each de- 
partment of France is reproduced in 
special stones—jade, onyx, agate, cor- 
nelian, malachite and others. The prin- 
cipal towns are indicated by brilliants, 
Paris is represented by a ruby, Mar- 
seilles by an emecald, Lyons by a dia- 
mond, Bordeaux by an opal, Lille by a 
turquoise, and so on. 


Th« size of each stone Is in propor- 


tion to the importance of the town. 
The value of the map is estimated at 
4,000,000 francs. 
The emerald which 


represents Marseilles alone is valued 
at 18,000 rubles. 


During the exposition this marvel- 


ous map will be in the Russian pa- 
vifcon, situated to the left of the Troca- 
dero, the only one of the foreign pa- 
vilions which at the present moment is 
completely finished.

Even with the aid o£ these devices it is 


often difficult to give- proper nourish- 
ment to the child who is afflictf-d with 
total want of appetite or with nausea. 
Sometimes the mother's heart is wrung 
by the necessity the is under of keeping 
the child on a certain prescribed diet, arid 
she must summon up all her strength to 
enable herself to resist his pleadings for 
food that would be harmful to him. A 
recollection comes to me of the pitiful 
coaxings of a child who was suffering 
from an attack of nephritis, and whose 
recovery depended upon his confinement 
to a milk diet. .Against this his poor Itt- 
tle stomach revolted and he longed un- 
speakably for solid food. He was the 
most tractable of children, but his crav- 
ing could not he silenced. 


"Just a little crust of bread, Mamma," 


he would plead. "Just a little tiny bit of 
a crust. Darling Mamma! I will be so 
good, so very good. Won't you give your 
little boy jus* a little bit of a tiny, tiny 
piece of a crust?" 


When a mother stands firm under such 


circumstances she ought to receive the 
Victoria cross for conspicuous bravery 
against overwhelming odds. 


It is not always easy for the parent 


to keep he1- private worries and anxieties 
to herself when she is in the sick room, 
especially v, hen the illness is long con- 
tinued. The nervous strain tells on her 
after a while. There returns to me very 
clearly the case of one woman, usually 
a model of calm composure, who became 
so irritated one day by constant inter- 
ruptions that her temper got the better 
of her self-control. She threw down her 
pen and rose from the desk where she 
was preparing a club program, with an 
angry stamp of the foot. 


"It does seem more than I can bear to 


be broken in upon in this way all the 
time!" she exclaimed. 


And the hitle sick child she was nurs- 


ing and who lay in his bed the other side 
of the room, hid his head under the cov- 
ers and cried hi.- heart out, yet softly, 
thta he might not be any further inter- 
ruption to his mother. 


Such instances may be rare, but more 


common are the furrowed brow, the 
compressed lips, the unsmiling face, that 
have their instant effect .upon a sensi- 
tive child, even although he cannot fully 
comprehended why the sun suddenlj' 
seems to have ceased to shine. 


Such disorders as gastric and intes- 


tinal disturbances, malarial fevers and 
other comparatively non-contagious dis- 
eases are far less trying-to either nurse 
or patient than those in which the lat- 
ter must be isolated. In these a trained 
nurse seems to be taken for granted in 
any serious illness, but there are still 
mothers who will depute to no one else 
the care of a sick child. They will tell 
you frankly that they reserve the nurs- 
ing for themselves less on the child's 
account than on their own. Some one 
else might quite possibly take as good 
care of the invalid as his mother, but 
what would become of her own peace of 
mind if her child were in any hands but 
hers?

it into small pieces; fry it in a stewpan 
xvith a small shalot chopped very fine, a 
teaspoonful of chopped parsley and a 
little pepper and salt. Beat the whites 
and yolks of three eggs separately; mix 
the kidney mixture with the yolks.

neglect, but it is not difficult, in fact the 
proc(»?s is a very .simple one, and any- 
one who likes to serve dainty dishes will 
be morp than repai'l for the trouble, as 
all white-meated b'rds are greatly im- 
proved. For poultry or game a smaJl 
larding needle should be used, the large 
onus beintj better adapted for beef'or 
veal. 


An easy way to lard a chicken and a 


•way anyone can soon master IB to hold 
the breast over a clear fire for a miauto 
or two, or, \f you have no- coale, cJp It 
in boiling- water for the same length'«f 
time, and then make four parallel marfe 
on the breast. Cut strips of firm, f£t 
bacon (or salt pork) two inches longaadi 
one-eighth of an Inch wide; put one of 
these strips securely into the split end 
of the larding needle and insert it at 
the first mark, bringing it outatthe&ec- 
ond, leaving an equal length of fat pro- 
truding- at each end; continue inserting- 
these stripe at intervals of half an Inch 
down these two lines, and then drj the 
game with the two others.

b'irds may be treated by placing- a slice 
of bacon over the breast, pinniag it OB 
with a tootirpick. 


Now let us try one or tnro novel ways 


of cooking chickens, the first a manner 
of baking them that is fully equal to 
broiling them. Dress the chickens an<J 
split them as for broiling, soak for half 
an hour in cold water; wipe perfectly 
dry and put^hem in a dripping- pan, bone 
side down, without any water; have the 
oven hot, and for young- birds a half 
hour's cooking will be enough. Take 
from the oven, season with a;,!t» butter 
and pepper; pack one piece above an- 
other as closely as possible and >place la 
a pan over boiling water, covering them 
closely. This n ill keep the oh token moist 
until served. Boil the gibio" In a littla 
water, and, after the cKriol c- is taken 
from the baking pan, put in the vwwr 
in which the giblets were boiled, thicken 
It, add the chopped giblets, dish up thd 
chickens, pour over the glblet sauce and. 
serve. 


Another way of baking- chickens Is to 


cut them into pieces as for frying, roll 
In beaten yolks of eggs, then in finely 
rolled bread crumbs seasoned with 
chopped parsley, pepper and salt; placa 
In a dripping pan, dot with pieces of 
butter, add a little water and bake slow- 
ly, basting often. TVhen the chicken is 
cooked take it out, make a brown gravy 
in the pan, pour over the meat and serve. 


Here is a favorite dish on the Pacific 


coast that is said to have orig-.-nated in 
Mexico. Cut up two chickens as if for 
fricassee and stew in water slowly until 
nearly done, when adc some green pars- 
ley and a few onions. Next talre half a 
pound of large green peppers, re-move 
the seeds and pour boiling water over 
them; steam 10 minutes, pour oft the 
water and rub the peppers in sieve until 
&II the juice is out; add this juice to the 
chicken; let it cook until thoroughly 
done, and season with salt au-d pepper; 
thicken the juice for a gravy. This is 
nice served with a border of rice. 


Another novelty is what is sometimes 


called a chicken pudding. Dress and 
cut Into small'pieces one young chicken 
and put it into a stewpan with water, 
salt and pepper; boil until it begins to 
grow tender, take it out and put it into 
a pud-ding dish; have ready one quart of 
green corn cut from the cob, to which 
add three eg-gs beaten light, sstd on« piik 
of sweet,milk; pour (t*"'?vfS:tur 
the chicken, dredge with fiour, lay. 
bits of buttar and bake until done.

RED CABBAGE SALAD (Russian-). 
Cut up a red cabbage Into very fine 


strlns, plunge for a minute Into boiling 
salted water and then cool in ice cold 
water, drain and lay in a deep dish and 
sprinkle with salt and tarragon vinegar. 
Stir some mashed hard-boiled yolks of 
eggs into half a cupful of thick sour 
cream seasoned with salt and pepper; a 
little mustard and chopped tarragon 
leaves: pour over the cabbage and gar« 
nish with sliced radishes.

A NEW BRIDGE AT GRETLOCK. 


A new bridge at Greylock is being 


agitated. Plans and specifications have 
been prepared and several estimates al- 
ready received. We understand the 
plans call for a steel viaduct over the 
Fitchburg railroad and river at an In- 
cline terminating at the state highway 
right at that new property now being 
developed called Lorraine. 


This would do away with the grade 


crossing at what is now called the 
"covered bridge." 


We understand the Lorraine people 


offer to pay the city $500 to help defray 
t' e cost of the structure and that un- 
der the legislative act relative to doing 
away with grade crossings, the Fitch- 
burg railroad would be required to pay 
two-thirds of the cost which would be 
about $7500. Of the balance of 2500, cost 
of the new bridge the state would pay 
one-half and the city one-half. 
The 


city's share would therefore be only 
$1250. 


The proposal of the Lorraine people 


to pay $500 of the city's share looks 
therefore like a very liberal one indeed. 


Our people should appreciate this -ag- 


gressive activity. It is to be hoped that 
nothing will be allow* d to stand in the 
•way of a new viaduct at this place 
where most of any p.ace In the city ;t 
Is needed.
